Lo The men receive special rations which are known as the "Voroshilov meal", and 
are quartered partly in private homes in Bakony and pertly in newly constructed 
barracks, The city itself is isolated, and a special permit signed by the 
Sommanding General 3imkov is needed to enter the city, 


56 Units are trained in their specialties with the ultimate aim of making them 
capable cf independent action. Special attention is devoted to training for 
sabotage activities of all types and to political proparanda training related 
to conditions in the fusure theatres of action, Yugoslavs attached to the Brigade 
are being separately instructed regarding the area of their future activity.
